BUILDING A BETTER STATE 


W hat Is The M erit System? 


The question is sometimes rais­ 
ed as to what is “the m erit 
tem," which has been endorsed by 
this and other associations, with 
the implication that it m eans one 
thing to one person 
and 
some­ 
thing else to the next. 
Governor Yates of Illinois said 
in 1903 that he was in sym pathy 
with the advocates of a statute 
for a reasonable m erit system, but' 
stated “we already have thfc merit 
system without a statute because, 
not only in the charitable institu­ 
tions but in all branches of the 
state government, m erit or fitness 
has been the largest consideration 
in the making of appointm ents.” 


Misconceptions Arise 


Yet it was at the close of 
his 
adm inistration that certain wards 
of the state hospital at Kankakee, 
which Miss Lathrop had seen in 
1893 when it was one of the fore­ 
most m ental hospitals in the Unit­ 
ed States, were said by her 
to 
be in worse condition than those 
of a poor house and a very ordin­ 
ary poor house at that. 
This condition she, speaking out 
of the knowledge and experience 
in the welfare field 
that 
made 
her later an extraordinarily ef­ 
fective adm inistrator of the Fed­ 
eral Children’s Bureau, attributed 
to the domination of 
the 
spoils 
system. 
It is true that 
miscon­ 
ceptions exist as to 
the 
merit 
system, and that certain latitude 
is permissible 
in 
defining 
it. 
However, there is no doubt 
but 
that there is substantial 
agree­ 
m ent among informed persons as 
to w hat it is. 


Merit System Defined 


The m erit system (adopting a 
definition used recently in 
Penn­ 
sylvania) may be defined as: “a 
system of personnel management 
for the civilian employees of the 
governm ent 
in 
which 
employ­ 
m ent, 
compensation, 
promotion, 
demotion and discharge are based 
upon m erit and m erit alone.” 
Thus the term has come to have 
a much broader and more posi­ 
tive meaning than was indicated 
by the slogan of the early civil 
service reform ers: “Keep the ras­ 
cals out.” 
More specifically the m erit sys­ 
tem 
includes 
certain 
devices 
which have been found in practice 
to have value 
in 
handling 
the 
employment, compensation, 
pro­ 
motion, demotion and 
discharge 
of public 
employees.

COOKING DRIED BEANS 


F r ed be^ns and Deas arc often 
called the m any-sided foods be­ 
cause they contain so many dif­ 
ferent food m aterials. They are a 
good source of starch and 
pro­ 
tein that would make them good 
energy and body building foods. 
They also count as a good source 
of iron, calcium, and vitam in B. 
All types of dried 
beans 
and 
peas should be soaked over night 
in cold w ater or for at least 
two 
hours in hot w ater before start­ 
ing to cook them. 
They are bet­ 
ter if cooked below the 
boiling 
tem perature. Soybeans, in partic­ 
ular, should be cooked slowly at 
a low tem perature. The 
protein 
in beans is affected by

sons prefer to parboil dried beans 
before starting to cook them. 


Dried 
beans,

Beautiful stone lagoons run from 
the portal to the Taj broken in 
the center by a marble fountain, 
about one hundred feet 
square. 
Beautiful needle-pointed express 
line the sides of the lagoons. The 
north side of the Taj faces 
the 
Jumna. 
Store walls, about 1,200 
feet apart, run from the portal 
wall to the Jumna. 
The garden 
between is filled with varicolored 
flowers and trees of many 
var­ 
ieties. 
The Taj stands on a great mar­ 
ble platform, more than 300 feet 
square and 18 
feet 
high. 
This 
platform rests on a 
larger 
red 
sand-stone base, about four 
feet 
high, and has a checkered black 
and white marble pavem ent. 
At 
each corner is a marble 
minaret, 
rising to a height of 162 feet. The 
latter, built entirely of 
perfect 
white marble, stand like m ajestic 
sentinels. 
Each has an 
interor 
spiral stairway, and three galler- 
ies. 
By climbing 164 steps 
one 
gets a superb view of the m ausol­ 
eum and the garden. 
The mausoleum, built 
entirely 
of perfect white marble, 
is 
186 
feet square, with slight indenta­ 
tions at the corners, thus making 
it an octagon. 
The dome, fifty 
feet wide, rises to a height of 243 
feet. 
The enchanted interior is filled 
with a soft cathedral light.

control,

entomologists report. Cockroaches 
are nocturnal. They hide in large 
num bers during the day—in the 
home usually in the kitchen near 
the sink, around 
cabinets,

hind radiators, and under 
base­ 
boards or the trim on doors and 
windows. 
If a light is turned on 
suddenly, at 
night, 
when 
the 
roaches are feeding, they reveal 
their hiding places 
by 
running 
for them. 
These are the places 
to 
treat 
by dusting with sodium 
fluoride 
powder or pyrethrum powder. Be­ 
fore applying 
the 
powder, 
as 
many 
openings 
as 
possible 
should be closed 
with 
a 
crack 
filler, such as putty, plastic wood, 
or plaster of paris. 
Sodium 
fluoride 
powder, 
the 
best all-round cockroach remedy, 
is poisonous to man if taken in­ 
ternally in sufficient amounts and 
should be kept out of food 
and 
away from children and pets. It is 
blown into the hiding places with 
a small duster or with a modern 
electric powder duster, or it can 
be 
sprinkled 
by 
hand 
where 
roaches run most frequently. 
Because 
cockroaches 
develop 
slowly and can exist for some time 
with little or no food, they us­ 
ually may be found in all stages 
of growth.

Francis Marion Cockrell 


Among Missouri's distinguished 
citizens few have had more con­ 
spicuous careers or have m erited 
more the sincere esteem of 
Mis­ 
sourians 
than 
Francis 
Marion 
Cockrell. 
He was United States 
Senator from Missouri for thirty 
years, 
a 
distinguished 
general 
in the Confederate arm y, a b ril­ 
liant lawyer, a substantial 
com­ 
missioner on the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission, and an influ­ 
ential leader in 
the 
Democratic 
party. 
Francis Marion 
Cockrell 
was 
born in Johnson county, Missouri, 
on October 1, 1834, and 
died 
in 
Washington, D. C., on 
December 
13, 1915. 
He was reared 
on 
a 
farm and received his education 
at Chapel Hill college in southern 
Lafayette county. 
After graduat­ 
ing with honors, he taught Latin 
and Greek in his alma m ater for 
one year. 
He then studied 
law 
and in 1855 was adm itted to the 
bar by Judge William T. Wood, at 
Lexington, Missouri. 
At the outbreak of 
the 
Civil 
war he joined 
the 
Confederate 
forces, was soon elected captain, 
then rapidly 
rose 
through 
the 
ranks of lieutenant-colonel, col­ 
onel and brigadier general. “Cock­ 
rell’s Brigade,” composed entire­ 
ly of Missourians, played a con­ 
spicuous part in the battles 
of 
Wilson’s Creek, Pea Ridge, F rank­ 
lin, Corinth, the seige of 
Vicks­ 
burg and in other less famous en­ 
gagements as well. 
It especially 
distinguished ieself in the seige of 
Vicksburg and in the 
battle 
on 
Harpeth 
river, 
near 
Franklin, 
Tennessee. 
In the 
latter 
battl* 
the brigade lost 
600 
men 
and 
Cockrell was seriously 
wounded. 
In a competitive drill of the army 
it Moble, 
"Cockrell’s 
Brigade” 
won first honors and was aw ard­ 
ed a beautiful flag, being recog­ 
nized as one of the best disciplin­ 
ed, best fighting and most 
effi­ 
cient body of soldiers in the Con­ 
federate army. 
Cockrell began his political car­ 
eer in 1874. when he was a candi­ 
date for the Democratic nom ina­ 
tion for governor. 
He was 
de 
feated by Charles H. H ardin on 
the third ballot by one sixth of a 
vote. 
Just as Lincoln 
missed 
a 
senatorship and stepped into the 
presidency, so did Cockrell miss 
the governor’s chair and become 
United States 
senator. 
He 
was 
elected senator in January, 1875, 
and 
served 
continuously 
until 
190J, being the only Missourian to 
equal the 
senatorial 
record 
of 
Thomas H art Benton. 
Cockrell was a free silver advo­ 
cate, worked energetically for a 
low tariff and opposed the doct­ 
rine of territorial expansion which 
was the outgrowth of the Spamsn- 
American war. 
In num erous sen­ 
atorial 
committees, 
particularly 
in the 
im portant 
appropriation 
committee, he developed a high 
reputation for honesty and 
fair 
dealing and was sometimes refer­ 
red to as the “watch-dog of the 
Treasury.” It was even rum ored 


that a Republican legislature in 
Missouri might return him to the 
Senate in 1905. President 
Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, 
who 
considered 
Cockrell's 
retirem ent 
from 
the 
government service as unfortun­ 
ate, appointed him a commission­ 
er on the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission and he 
rem ained 
a 
member until December 31, 1910. 
President Taft, 
a 
few 
months 
previous to this date, 
had 
ap­ 
pointed him United States 
com­ 
missioner to adjust the boundary 
between Texas and New Mexico. 
He later served as a civilian m em ­ 
ber of the board of ordinance and 
fortifications. 
In 
1900, 
shrewd 
Republican 
politicians 
considered 
him 
the 
strongest presidential 
possibility 
in the Democratic party, and 
at 
the Democratic 
convention 
held 
in St. Louis four years later, an 
unsuccessful attem pt 
was 
made
